There appear to "be no major problems incident to your 
borrowing back from the Air Force any of the five TJ~2*s and equip- 
ment which you plan to release in November. As you know the Air 
Force U-2 operational concept was based on assuming all □ assets 
by this July past. This concept in addition to the wide ranae of 
locations involved in implementing the ' 


project is resulting in a curtailed Mr Force program. It would USAF 
appear, therefore, that any arrangements made to leave supplies and 
equipment be _ limited, to those locations that could be of mutual use 
and be restricted to fixed or relatively immobile assets. This could 
tnen make available for Mr Force utilization such supplies and equip- 
ment as might be excess to your requirements at any particular time.
